At 
the turn of the 20th century, 
many young African Ameri- 
can men and women, just one 
generation removed from the 
years of slavery in the United 
States, began to attend uni- 
versities across the nation in 
a monumental advancement 



for American minorities. 

However, as these indi- 
viduals worked towards aca- 
demic and social excellence, 
the need for unity outside the 
classroom has increased and 
organizations began to colo- 
nize in attempt to foster the 
environment necessary for 
their visions. Now known as 
the Divine Nine, these orga- 
nizations are nationally and 
internationally established 
greek chapters. All nine chap- 



ters are now present at K-State. 
They strive to promote schol- 
arship, leadership and service 
within the collegiate African 
American community. 

The Kappa Pi chapter 
of Alpha Kappa Alpha 
sorority 

The women of AKA devote 
their time and resources to 
the basic principles of human 
rights through initiatives, or 
"platforms," that change every 
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four years. Jazmin Richmond, 
AKA president and senior in 
nutritional sciences, said one 
of her favorite causes the or- 
ganization supports is breast 
cancer awareness. 

"We do a basketball tourna- 
ment to raise money, and we 
also do 'Pie the AKAs,' where 
people donate money in jars 
and whoever has the most 
[money in their jar] gets pied 
in front of everyone," Rich- 
mond said. 



Richmond described the 
AKAs as hard working women 
who still like to have a good 
time at programs and events 
and emphasized the organiza- 
tion's dedication to service. 

"I just want people to know 
that it's more than just your 
looks or what you wear," she 
said. "It's about serving your 
community.

Eli Schooley, student 
body president and senior 
in political science, an- 
nounced that the architects 
for the K-State Student 
Union would be in the Big 
12 Room to gather feedback 
from the student body on 
Tuesday, Nov. 5 from 1:30 
p.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Schooley also an- 
nounced that the south lot 
at the Peters Recreation 
Complex will be free for 
students starting Monday 
at 5 a.m. 

"This is a really good 
thing. It's been like two 
years in the making," said 
Schooley. 

Schooley, who serves on 
the search committee for 
K-State's new Vice Presi- 
dent of Administration and 
Finance, spent two days in 
Kansas City, Mo. assisting 
with interviews to narrow 
down the options for ar- 
chitects. Final candidates 
for the position will visit 
campus soon. 

Kaley Oldani, graduate 
student in civil engineering, 
gave a presentation about 
the effects of landfills and 
the importance of compost- 
ing. Oldani was awarded a 
$12,000 grant to implement 
phase one of her compost- 
ing project at Radina's Cof- 
feehouse. If the project is 
successful, Oldani may be 
passed to phase two which 
will allow $100,000 to apply 
the project campuswide. 

"We would be the first 
school in the Big 12 to have 
a campuswide composting 
process," Oldani said. 

Oldani's presentation 
also featured an informa- 
tive video about the dan- 
gers of landfills. Oldani also 
showed pieces of her proj- 
ect which centered around 
recycling coffee grounds 
from a gourmet coffee shop, 
such as Radina's, into a 
compost pile. 

Commendations were 
given to Dr. Andrew Ben- 
nett, professor and head of 
the mathematics depart- 
ment. Bennett has been at 
K-State for the past 25 years 
and received the Mathemat- 
ical Association of Ameri- 
ca's Deborah and Franklin 
Tepper Haimo Award for 
Distinguished College or 
University Teaching in 
2013. The award is given to 
three distinguished college 
or university teachers who 
exhibit effective teaching 
and positive influence. 

Senators approved 
amendments to SGA stat- 
utes concerning the student 
activities fee which was 
discussed at the previous 
meeting. Also approved 
was the continuance of the 
funding for the Office of Stu- 
dent Activities and Services. 

Allocations for the Early 
Childhood Student Associ- 
ation, Percussive Arts Soci-

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K-State, Pitt State set for exhibition game Friday niglit

The K-State Wildcats mens 
basketball team has held open 
scrimmages for their fans on two 
separate occasions. On Friday, the 
Wildcats will finally get the oppor- 
tunity to lace up their sneakers and 
take the court against someone 
other than themselves. The Pitts- 
burg State Gorillas will be K-States 
opponent in their only exhibition 
game before their season starts next 
Friday against Northern Colorado. 

"I am really excited," said senior 
forward Shane Southwell. "We have 
a chance to show what we have, and 
just get out there. It is an exhibition 
game, but we are going to take it as 
our first game, we are going to take 
it really serious. So, we are really ex- 
cited as a team." 

This will be fans' first look at the 
revamped Wildcats. K-State has 
lost many pieces from their 2013 
Big 12 Championship team. One 
of the new pieces for the Wildcats 
is highly anticipated freshman 
guard Marcus Foster. All the coach- 
es and players have spoken highly 
of Foster, but for the first time on

The K-State women's bas- 
ketball exhibition Monday 
night against Washburn gave 
head coach Deb Patterson 
an excellent opportunity to 
rotate and mix players within 
a variety of rotations. 

As the Wildcats prepare to 
close out their exhibition slate 
tonight, they'll look for con- 
tinued development within 
the six freshmen that saw the 
floor against the Ichabods. 

Of the 85 points in K-State's 
opening victory, 62 came 
from its talented group of 
freshmen. 

It's an undeniable luxury to 
have the depth the Wildcats 
have. Patterson understands 
the potential her team has, 
but it'll come down to defin- 
ing leadership roles on her 
youth-filled roster. 

"I feel like Haley (Texada) 
and Chantay (Caron) have 
worked extremely hard," Pat- 
terson said following Mon- 
day's win. "Katya (Leick) 
worked hard even though she 



is just integrating in. We have 
got that core of people coming 
back, and Heidi (Brown) does 
not get a lot of minutes usu- 
ally, but she is teaching these 
young ones what Kansas State 
basketball should be. I think it 
is really exciting to see that in 
its early stages." 

Beyond the youthful pres- 
ence comes a unit of posts 
that Patterson hasn't had the 
comfort of possessing. 

Within the trio, consisting 
of freshmen Breanna Lewis 
and Erica Young and senior 
Katya Leick, the Wildcats 
showed their potential of run- 
ning a dynamic post offense. 

"It is beautiful," Texada said 
of the interior height. "It is a 
faster paced game that we 
are playing. We are moving 
around the perimeter and we 
see our big 6-foot-5 post open 
down there. You just throw 
the ball in and she will put it 
in the hole." 

With a challenging 
non-conference slate ahead, 
capitalizing on exhibition 
performances becomes even 
more important for K-State. In 



total, 20 of their upcoming op- 
ponents reached postseason 
play last season. 

"They are going to be 
good," Washburn head coach 
Ron McHenry said of the 
2013-2014 Wildcats. "Leticia 
Romero shot the ball well and 
was hard to guard. With the 
new rule, you cannot touch 
somebody out on the floor. 
She is tough and they have 
some stretch shooters. Their 
big kids are young and are 
going to develop. They are just 
young kids and a lot of them 
are only freshmen on the 
floor." 

Similar to the Wildcats, 
Alaska-Anchorage will be 
looking to build depth around 
just one senior. Senior for- 
ward Kylie Burns, a Kansas 
City, Kan. native, was a 2013- 
2014 all-Great Northwest At- 
lantic Conference pick. She is 
the returning leading scorer 
for the Seawolves with an av- 
erage of 10.6 points per game. 

The Seawolves are coming 
off of a 17-10 season, includ- 
ing a 11-7 record in confer- 
ence play.

Among the overwhelming 
number of greek chapters, three 
are represented that are known as 
historically Hispanic chapters: the 
Phi chapter of Sigma Lambda Beta 
International Fraternity, the Iota 
chapter of Sigma Lambda Gamma 
National Sorority and the Alpha Xi 
chapter of Lambda Theta Nu Soror- 
ity. 

All three focus on equality of 
race, culture or ethnicity. 

"We prefer the term 'Latino 
based, multicultural fraternity,'" 
Edmond Rivera, member of Sigma 
Lambda Beta and senior in nutri- 
tion and health, said. 

The chapters' goals are aimed 
more towards helping college stu- 
dents, predominantly from His- 
panic backgrounds, get through 
college and further the under- 
standing of culture in society. This 



does not exclude any person on 
campus from participating or join- 
ing any of the chapters. 

"Although we are Latino based, 
we have members of many differ- 
ent ethnic backgrounds," Rivera 
said. "Our chapter alone boasts 
members from different Latin 
American backgrounds, Philip- 
pines, Hmoob, African Americans 
and even white students." 

Lanping Zheng, treasurer of the 
Gammas and junior in mass com- 
munications, also pointed out their 
chapter has more than just Hispan- 
ic individuals involved. 

"I think cultural awareness is 
the thing that makes us stand out," 
Zheng said. "Even though we now 
only have 10 active members, we 
are of great cultural diversity with 
members coming from Mexico, 
Puerto Rico, America and China. 
We all have different views upon 
something and it brings us fresh 
insights about the sorority." 

K-State has about 14 Greek 
chapters that are set on the princi- 
ple of being multicultural. 

"I believe it is highly important 
to have not only Hispanic greek or- 
ganizations on campus but every 
and all types of ethnic greek orga- 
nizations," Ingrid Perez, vice pres- 
ident of the Lambdas and senior 
in management, said. "I imagine 



if the campus were [more than] 
80 percent Hispanic based, and I 
were a white student coming from 
Blue Valley where the population 
is mostly white, I would absolute- 
ly feel isolated, unwanted and 
out of touch with the campus cul- 
ture. I would want to find a place I 
belong." 

Perez said she would not want 
people to feel they have to leave 
their culture behind. 

"I would feel so lonely around 
people I have never interacted 
with," Perez said. "People natu- 
rally want to be with people who 
are like themselves, come from 
the same background. It's much 
easier to navigate through college, 
and [multicultural greek chapters] 
makes being the only minority in 
a classroom just a little less terrify- 
ing." 

Students sometimes have no 
intention of becoming active in 
greek life when they first come to 
university. 

Rivera was once a skeptic to 
greek life. Eventually, Rivera said 
he found something different and 
welcoming about Beta. Ultimately, 
the chapter members became a 
second family to Rivera. 

"On a predominately white 
campus such as K-State, it could 
easily be overwhelming for young 



Hispanic students to feel over- 
whelmed and perhaps unwelcome, 
especially for those who come from 
predominately Hispanic commu- 
nities," Rivera said. "We, along with 
the other multicultural groups on 
campus, provide a sort of haven 
for these students, where they can 
come and make new friends, speak 
their native language and help alle- 
viate any feelings of homesickness." 

Each of these Greek chapters 
adheres national and local require- 
ments when it comes to program- 
ming. Each chapter hosts a wide 
array of events that bring back cul- 
tural and ethnic awareness to col- 
lege campuses. 

One of the requirements of 
Lambda chapters is to host a Latina 
Youth Leadership Conference for 
students in surrounding areas. 

"The conference is geared to- 
wards young minority girls aging 
13 to 18 years to begin cultivating 
cultural pride, thought of higher 
education and address other needs 
our community is facing," Perez 
said. "Our philanthropy is Latino 
literacy, which effects many of our 
families and many of us can relate 
to this issue. Our organizations 
were created to address and rectify 
many of our needs as a Hispanic 
population." 

Many of the projects the chap- 



ters complete are done so in 
unison. 

"I think we all have a closer rela- 
tionship than other organizations 
on campus," Zheng said. "Since we 
are not a big community, we can 
all recognize each member from 
each organization and save the 
contacts." 

Last year, the Betas had an event 
where they made and delivered 
enchiladas to customers and invit- 
ed the Gammas to assist in making 
the food. 

Additionally, the Lambdas 
hosted a lecture instructing people 
how to dress professionally. Two 
Gammas helped by dressing and 
illustrating the way to dress in busi- 
ness casual. 

"Various voices are needed at 
K-State to attain diversity," Zheng 
said. "With the increasing number 
of Hispanic populations, they do 
need a place to vow their identi- 
ties. Having these multicultural 
Hispanic organizations is a way 
that K-State shows respect to the 
minorities, which will also brings 
good reputation to the university."

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Seditious conspiracy laws nothing but contradiction

20 years, or both." 

Meanwhile, our founding Decla- 
ration reads "in the course of human 
events, it becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the political 
bands which have connected them 




with another... they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the 
separation." 

The former says that rebellion is 
universally intolerable. The latter 
says something very different. 

This petition has made it even 
clearer that the federal government 
holds too much power. Republi- 



cans defied a law that should have 
been declared unconstitutional to 
begin with, and now tens of thou- 
sands of people are calling for their 
arrest. 

Has our Declaration of Inde- 
pendence been forgotten? Has our 
Constitution been abandoned? 
Even if you are for the Affordable 



Healthcare Act, you should be con- 
cerned that our constitutional re- 
public is under threat. 

Go ahead and call me a tea- 
bagger, but when your control 
over your health care is taken 
away, bear in mind the govern- 
ment shutdown of 2013. By the 
time you realize that the Re- 



publicans who threw a fit over 
healthcare have a point, it may 
be too late to save the choices 
you had a right to.

Two individuals were ar- 
rested in connection to a string 
of recent vehicle burglaries in 
Manhattan. Damian Nichol- 
son, 21, and Lee Wallingford, 
19, both of Fort Riley, were 
arrested Monday by Riley 
County Police Department. 
Both men were charged with 
theft, although police said they 
were not involved in the bur- 
glaries. RCPD arrested their 
associates Raymond Burrus 



and Cole Smykle for their role 
in the vehicle burglaries last 
week. RCPD officials said the 
investigation is still ongoing. 

Matthew Wilson, 43, is set 
for sentencing on Dec. 12. 
Wilson pleaded no contest 
to one count of first-degree 
murder, two counts of at- 
tempted first-degree murder 
and two counts of aggravated 
battery in the April shooting 
of his neighbors at the Univer- 



sity Gardens Apartments in 
Manhattan. Michael Lowery, 
22-year-old Army soldier 
stationed at Fort Riley, was 
killed during the shooting and 
three others were injured. Ac- 
cording to court documents, 
Wilson lived in a nearby apart- 
ment and told a witness he 
was fed up with his neighbors 
partying. 

A search warrant led RCPD 
to a cache of drugs and drug 



paraphernalia in the afternoon 
of Oct. 30. The warrant was 
part of an ongoing investiga- 
tion tracking the distribution 
of illegal drugs into Manhat- 
tan. Police allegedly found 
nearly four pounds of marijua- 
na, hash oil, 13 pieces of drug 
paraphernalia and an illegal 
handgun. Investigators arrest- 
ed fared Ingram, 23, and Derek 
Swiercinsky, 27, both of Man- 
hattan. They are being charged 



with possession of marijuana 
with intent to sell, conspiracy 
to distribute marijuana, pos- 
session of drug parapherna- 
lia, no Kansas drug tax stamp, 
unlawful drug proceeds and 
criminal possession of a fire- 
arm by a felon. Both were con- 
fined to Riley County Jail on
